Manon and des Grieux are living in Paris, but his 
money is running out. Her cousin Lescaut enters 
with de Bretigny, a banker. Lescaut engages des 
Grieux while de Bretigny tells Manon that her lover 
will be kidnapped that night and returned to his 
father. de Bretigny offers Manon wealth and luxury. 
She agrees to become his mistress, and des Grieux 
is carried off.

Scene 1 


At Saint Sulpice, the Count des Grieux attempts 
to persuade his son to forget the religious life, and 
marry. des Grieux refuses, but at Manon's appear- 
ance he yields to her entreaties. 


Scene 2 


Manon has taken des Grieux to a gambling 
house where he wins a large amount from Guillot. 
Guillot accuses him of cheating, and Manon and 
des Grieux are arrested. Soon des Grieux is 
freed, but Manon is sentenced to be deported.

On the road to Le Havre, des Grieux and Lescaut 
are in search of Manon. Lescaut bribes a sergeant 
to leave Manon with des Grieux. But Manon is 
exhausted and dies in her lover’s arms.
